He has the military 
preference for direct action. In 
comhat he was noted for his 
aggressive strategy, the thrust 
and counter thrust designed to 
keep the enemy off balance. “Hit 
‘em where they ain't,” was a fav- 
orite headquarters motto. 

In the formative days of the 
Japanese occupation, his methods 
were the same. The defeated 
Japanese government never knew 
what to expect next in the way 
of reform from headquarters. 

MacArthur frequently has ap-

Hav- 
ing started the movement for an 
early Japanese peace treaty, he 
proposed recently that the Unit- 
ed States take action, by herself 
if necessary, to reduce economic 
restrictions and uncertainties.
